Stocks of dry casein held by manufacturers at the end of November were estimated at 
2,050,000 pounds, the highest stocks for the date since 1946, up 86 percent from a 
year earlier, but down 35 percent from the five-year November 30 average. Stocks 
in past years on the same date have ranged from the record low in 1949 of 1,100,000 
pounds to a high of 10,800,000 pounds in 1942,
